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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1-24 are currently pending. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments filed 7/2/2007 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

The Applicant argues that Abramovici does not teach or suggest receiving a 
plurality of failed test patterns" and then "generating new test patterns" because only 
one fault or failed test pattern is received. 

The Examiner asserts that Abramovici teaches one fault in the examples shown 
in Figs. 4-10 only for purposes of brevity and simplification. Anyone skilled in the art 
would have recognized that more than one fault and test pattern was possible. For 
example, Abramovici explicitly states that multiple faults could be detected in col. 7, 
lines 66-67. 

The Applicant argues that Abramovici does not teach or suggest at least one new 
test path including "every routing resource of the subset under test". However, it is 
noted that Applicant's own specification does not teach such features as detailed in the 
rejection below. 

The Applicant argues that Abramovici does not teach the limitations set forth in 
claims 23 and 24. However, it is noted that such features are provided for in standard 
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boundary scan testing as done by Abramovici (col. 5, lines 59-66). For example, in 
scan testing a plurality of test values are scanned into a scan chain. The first test value 
is scanned into a failed resource, while the remaining test values are scanned into a 
data control point that is part of the scan chain. As results are scanned out, they are 
compared with expected data. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claims 1 , 9, and 15 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. Claim 1 recites, "wherein at least one new 
test path includes every routing resource of the subset under test; and at least one other 
resource that was not previously coupled with that routing resource in one of the failed 
test paths." 

There is no support for this limitation in the original specification. On the 
contrary, paragraph 34 discloses forming test paths for every possible programmable 
connection between fan-in and fan-out resources. Therefore, each test path created as 
disclosed on page 6, paragraph 34 will necessarily contain a different routing resource 
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under test due to the fact that a resource disposed after fan-out resource 223A will not 
be in the test path for a resource disposed after fan-out resource 223B. 

Furthermore, having a test path that includes every routing resource of the 
subset under test would not produce any useful information. The test path would reveal 
that there is an error in the test path, but that information is already known since the test 
path is completely composed of suspected faulty resources. Claims 9 and 1 5 are 
similarly rejected. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 1, 9, and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 

being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 

which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 1 recites in part, "wherein at least one new test path includes every routing 

resource of the subset under test; and at least one other resource that was not 

previously coupled with that routing resource in one of the failed test paths." It is 

unclear which resource out of all of the resources of the subset under test "that routing 

resource" refers to. Claims 9 and 15 are similarly rejected. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
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A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

5. Claims 1, 2, 5, 9, 12, 15, 17, 21, and 22 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as 
being anticipated by Abramovici et al (US Pat 6,966,020; hereinafter referred to as 
Abramovici).

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 

USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 

obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 
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6. Claims 3, 4, 6-8, 11, 13, 14, 16, 18-20, 23, and 24 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 
1 03(a) as being unpatentable over Abramovici.
